Tomorrow the United Nations 
will begin its fall session. 

A lot of water has gone over 
the diplomatic 
dams. A large 
portion of Indo- 
china has gone 
down the Com- 
munist drain. 
Political power 
in Asia and 
Europe has 
trended toward 
Great’ Britain, 
the Chinese 
Reds and, to a 
lesser extent, 

Russia. 

It is, as likely it always has 
been, an interesting time to be 
alive. 

To be sure, no one would say 
it is a time of relaxation or con- 
tentment. It is a time of almost 
constant tension. 

Secretary of State Dulles has 
suffered three severe defeats, 
though they are not merely his, 
but ours: Indochina, Geneva and 
the collapse of the European 
Defense Community. 

A lesser loss was failure to 
develop the desired SEATO 
(Southeast Asian Treaty Organ- 
ization). There was achieved a 
smaller combination—the Ma- 
nila Plan. 

Still more disturbing is the 
fact that, in part because of ill- 
advised statements by the Sec- 
retary about “instant and mas- 
sive retaliation,” Europe has 
drawn back from our leadership. 
In a sense, they have bought the 
idea, pushed by men like Sen- 
ator William Knowland, that we 
really prefer to go to war “‘and 
have it over with.” 


Im possible 

Secretary Dulles is a compe- 
tent man. If he were to resign 
there would be no one in the Re- 
publican Party as able as he to 
fill the place. 

He was a competent man when 
Harry Truman used his talents 
in 1951. 

The fact that no Secretary of 
State in our time has suffered 
such defeats is by no means en- 
tirely due to his own failures. 
When he was serving under 
Harry Truman he worked for a 
fighter who stood up for the 
State Department and protected 
it from isolationist elements. 

Secretary Dulles has had Joe 
McCarthy to disrupt European 
and Asian thought. He has had 
introduced into the State De- 
partment an element which rep- 
resents strong isolationist forces 
and which sabotages all the Sec- 
retary attempts. 

Secretary Dulles has been in 
a fight and some of those who 
have gouged and kneed in the 
clinches have been his own 
party members. 

Is there, for example, any 
reasonable man who will insist 
that Secretary Dulles had a 
chance to outhink, outguess 
or outmaneuver the disciplined, 
tough-minded Communists who 
knew about the division in the 
Republican administration, led 
by Joe McCarthy and Senator 
Knowland? 

Secretary Dulles hasn’t lost his 
grip. Every time he takes it 
someone in his own party raps 
his knuckles and makes him 
let go. , 

One of the McCarthy faction 
has sneeringly referred to Sec- 
retary Dulles as ‘‘a card-carry- 
ing Christian.’’ Others—Repub- 
licans—refer to him contemptu- 
ously as a “‘do-gooder.”’ 

The Democratic factions fought 
and. brawled. Some members 
disliked Dean Acheson, But 
none of them got to step on his 
toes or cut him down from be- 
hind. Harry Truman had his 
faults but he wouldn’t stand for 
that. 


Chinese 

Recognition of the Chinese 
Reds will come up at this ses- 
sion. 

And diplomats of the member 
nations get back just in time to 
read an article by Senator Know- 
land. in a national magazine, 
which loudly rattles the sabre. 
It plays right into the hands of 
the Communist propagandists 
who keep telling the Asians and 
Europeans we want war. 

This eountry can’t vote to rec- 
ognize Red China. We could 
do so if she hadn’t come into the 
Korean War as an unprovoked 
aggressor. Had it not been for 
that we could have recognized 
her—as we have other govern- 
ments we do not approve—such 
as Peron’s, Franco’s, and some 
in the Communist bloc, includ- 
ing Russia herself. Recognition 
doesn’t mean approval. And 
even if she is recognized we 
can keep her off the Security 
Council. - 

Secretary Dulles likely will be 
able to block the vote. But if 
he fails again it will be because 
of his own party’s isolationists 
who have alienated what friends

One of the state’s top authorities in 
cotton production is of the opinion that a 
practical system of supplemental irriga- 
tion would increase per acre yields from 
50 to 150 per cent. He believes, too, that 
such a system must sooner or later be put 
into effect if Georgia is to stay in the cot- 
ton business in competition with those 
areas that do use irrigation. 

M. W. ‘H. Collins, who heads the Geor- 
gia Institute of Genetics at Cartersville, 
points out that irrigation would help 
Georgia’s cotton yields in at least four out 
of five years. That’s his observation after 
40 years of work with cotton production. 

What is true for cotton is true for other 
crops, too. And the $100,000,000 in crop 
losses in 1954 alone wou!d have paid for 
a lot of supplemental irrigation. 

In most years Georgia has an adequate 
rainfall. But it is not evenly distributed. 
In the height of the growing season, in al- 
most every year, rainfall is insufficient to 
sustain growth. The pr«blem is to store 
this water and to make it available to the 
land and to the plants when needed. 

In some areas, especially in the north- 
west Georgia area, where Mr. Collins is 
located, irrigation would be possible by a 
system of wells. At least he thinks so and 
is hopeful of getting support for an ex- 
periment along this line. He wants to try 
it on five to 20 acres. 

The high cost of most irrigation sys- 
tems now being tried in the state make 
them impractical for the average farmer. 
Mr. Collins seeks a cheaper method, one 
that would be within reach of the average 
farmer. He firmly believes that it can be 
found. 

His idea deserves support. When the 
Institute of Genetics was started 11 years 
ago, there were many who laughed at the 
“dreams” of Mr. Collins and yet today 
Bartow County’s per acre cotton yields 
are the highest ever attained by any 
county in the state. What stafted as a 
dream has materialized as an intensely 
practical program. 

Georgia has too much at stake in the 
cotton industry to give up without a de- 
termined fight. Let’s explore all ideas 
about irrigation and find out if they will 
work.

Joint Soviet-American Peace Commission 


Proposed as Way To Avert Another War 


Atlanta—The subjeet of rela- 
tions between the Soviet Union 
and the United States of America 
is one which is paramount in the 
eyes of ourselves and all the 
world. Man's hope and our own 
foreign policy are based on the 
possibility of péaceful coéxist- 
ence. 


Our foreign policy seeks to at- 
tain coexistence through contain- 
ment via the threat of forcé. At 
this time there is probably no 
practical alternative. 

In the field of Ameriecan-Soviet 
relations the U.N. has unfortu- 
nately developed more as an 
arena of maneuver for interna- 
tional favor than as a council for 
attaining a way of living together 
in a world grown crowded. 

It is in this context that I pro- 
pose establishment of a perma- 
nent joint commission for Amer- 
ican-Soviet peace. The commis- 
sion’s members from each coun- 
try would have the avowed ob- 
jective of reducing points of fric- 
tion ahd expanding understand- 
ing and the area of common 
grouttd between the two coun- 
tries. 

The joint commission would 
have a permanent seat in somé 
néutral country such as Switzer- 
land. All meetings would be pri- 
vate and the commission would 
make recommendations to the re- 
spective executives for implemen- 
tation through the state, legisla- 
tive or military departments. 

The joint commission could not 
be expected to effect changes 
overnight in the foreign policies 
of the United States and the So- 
viet Union. The basic idea would 
be to start by recognizing the 
pistol each country has pointed 
at the other's head and to elimi- 
nate wherever possible the desire 
to pull the trigger. 

There is just a chance that the 
commission, dedicating itself to 
the premise that for the good of 
humanity a basis of peaceful co- 
existence must be reached, could

Many Germans Feel Relief 
At Demise of EDC Plan

BONN—Although France’s rejection of the European Defense

Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, 
sorry that the project is dead. 


by no means are all West Germans 


How many feel no regret it would be hazardous to guess. 


Just a year ago this month the 
West German electorate over- 
whelmingly endorsed Dr. Adenauer 
and by implication his strong sup- 
port of E.D.C. and integration with 
the West: also, the German parlia- 
ment ratified the army project. 

All the same, a sampling of 
opinion suggests there are plenty 
of Germans who—for all kinds of 
reasons—are relieved rather ,than 
enraged now that there 4sn't going 
to be a European army. 

For some E.D.C.’s passing stirs 
new hopes of pacifism—misguided 
hopes, as it happens, since a Ger- 
man army will still be created 
even though not within the inter- 
national framework of E.D.C. 

This kind of intense pacificism 
was much more general a few 
years ago than it is now. Since 
German rearmameént was first pro- 
posed some four years ago, per- 
haps a majority of Germans have 
accepted, or become resigned to 
the idea. But even people of this 
sort find reasons for thinking 
E.D.C. was not the best way to 
go about it. 

There are those, for example, 
who never liked the idea of Ger- 
man troops under the coémmand 
of an international staff, as they 
would have been in E.D.C. 

Others approve the idea of 


European unification that FE.D.C. 
was supposed to facilitate, but 
doubt that the project was a par- 
ticularly useful means of achieving 
unity. 

Not surprisingly, expressions of 
resurgent German nationalism are 
fairly frequent. Closely linked with 
nationalism, and even more com- 
monly encountered, is ‘“neutral- 
ism’’ — the idea that Germany’s 
best bet is to avoid close ties with 
either West or East but to negoti- 
ate with both and especially with 
the Soviets. France's rejection of 
E.D.C., of course encourages this 
feeling. 

One of the big things such Gét- 
mans want to negotiate with thé 
Kremlin is the reunification of their 
divided country. And they reason 


that E.D.C. would have prejudiced - 


their chances of getting back the 
eastern half. 

All this does not prove, or even 
suggest, that there is going to be 
a radical shift of German foreign 
policy any time soon. But it does 
suggest that the grass-roots Ger- 
man support for military integra- 
tion with the West, while doubtless 
considerable, was perhaps never

McCarran are either pro-Communist 
or anti-anti-Communist because their vote against outlawing the 
Communist party coincides with the Communist party line? 


I think it is untrue, unfair and 
dishonest to make any such sug- 
gestion or leave any such impli- 
cation. These 39 Senators—(38 Re- 
publicans and one Democrat) who 
voted unsuccessfully to defeat the 
Humphrey - outlawry amendment 
were voting their own convictions 
—the conviction that outlawry is an 
unwise, impracticable, ineffective 
rnethod of dealing with subversion, 
and what the Communist party 
thinks or doesn’t think, wants or 
doesn’t want, had nothing to do 
with it.

Farm Vote Shift

But there was also another guest 
uf honor who, until the Maine 
election this week, was just an- 
other national committeemen. Ed- 
mund Muskie, newly elected 
Democratic governor of Maine, 
enjoyed his triumph all over again. 
Here he was the living symbol, the 
exhibit A, of the latest — and 
generally surprising—happy omen 
in @ series in recent weeks, most 
of them in the primary elections. 
They have bolstered the party's 
confidence that it can recapture 
at least the House of Represen- 
tatives, and maybe the Senate also. 

Maine was a sort of dessert that 
came first instead of last. Having 
enjoyed that, the party leaders 
then sat down to make a thorough 
canvass of their situation as of 
now, six weeks before the election. 
They weré able to do this very 
satisfactorily since the meeting 
here came immediately after the 
final rash of primary elections that 
began in early spring. They found 


good, solid political fare in this 
analysis. 


Regarded as significant, per- 
haps, as any other political sign 
ofthe primary season was some- 
thing that occurred in the closing 
series of nine primaries held after 
the Maine election. 


This was the way Democrats 
flocked to the polls in Wiscofisin 
and Minnesota. Their primary vote 
in Wis®onsin was the biggest in 
the history of that state where 
the Democratic party has been 
overshadowed by the Republican 
party and, for a périod during its 
ascendency, also by the now de- 
funct LaFollette Progressive 
Party. Democrats have fallen heir 
to much of the latter’s strength. 
In Minnesota the Democratic- 
Farmer Labor Party polled more 
votes in its primary this year than 
did Republicans in theirs, which 
is the first time that has hap- 
pened since amalgamation of the 
two once-separate parties ten years 
ago. 

Both are farm states. The 
Eisenhower administration's new 
farm law is unpopular with many 
farmers, according to the most re- 
cent Gallup poll. That showed 
four farmers who disapprove the

A Santa Barbara surgeon was 
consulted by a patient with a 


thumb injured beyond repair. A | 
toe joint was transplanted to the | 


thumb and the result was a nor- 
mally functioning hand. 

More than 40 types of plastic 
and metallic materials can be 
utilized as joint prostheses. 


These devices are well tolerated | 


when fitted properly and work 
almost as well as the real Mc- 
Coy. 

The hip socket is part of the 
pelvis, and the ball, or knoblike 
part, is on the upper end of 
the thigh bone. 


When a hip is fractured and 
the knobby part is separated 
from the rest of the bone, it is 
likely to die because the blood 
supply is cut off. In such in- 
stances, the end is removed and 
a plastic knob attached in its 
place by nail or screw. 

In an arthritic hip, pain usually 
stems from distortion, roughen- 
ing or thickening of this same 
knobby end. The surgeon takes 
out the bone’s end as in a frac- 
ture and attaches a metal or 
plastic replacement.

The young Asa bought a gold 
wedding band—the gold having 
been mined in Carroll County— 
to give Lucy Elizabeth Howard 
when they married. The cere- 
mony took place Jan. 15, 1878 
in the First Baptist Church in 
Atlanta with the pastor, Rev. D. 
W. Gwin officiating. 


In later years, their eldest son, 
Asa G. Candler Jr. had the ring 
and wore it when he lived out 
west. Prior to his death several 
years ago he gave it to his wife. 

When his grandson, Asa G. 
Candler V, planned his marriage, 
Mrs. Candler presented him the 
ring which he will give his bride 
Tuesday in Thomasville. 

But unlike the original owner, 
the 1954 bridegroom also gave 
his bride a gold engagement ring 
set with diamonds and emeralds. 
It is not engraved yet, but in all 
probability it will bear the same 
inscription as the wedding ring 
which the first Asa Candler had 
inscribed ‘“Mizpah” which 
means, “‘The Lord watch be- 
tween me and thee when we are 
absent one from the other.”

‘You Shall Not 
Be Laughed At 


Miss Machel Parris, an interesting and attractive citizen 
of Macon for many years, has come to Atlanta to live. She has 
just settled her beautiful old furniture—much of it relics from 
the old victorian house on Silk Stocking Street in Sandersville, 
where she was born—in an apartment at 81 Peachtree Pl. I 
went to call on her with friends the other night and a small 
photograph over the bookshelf in the den caught my eye. 

There was something familiar abdut it immediately—an old 
man with a gentle, strong face and a cascade of white hair. 
I went closer and saw why it was familiar. It was the same 
picture of Henry Wadsworth Longfellow that used to ornament 
the walls of the second grade in Tucker school in Mobile. 

But beneath this picture were two lines of faded handwriting 
—one the signature of the poet and the other these words: ‘“‘You 
shall not be laughed at.’’ 


In 1885 Rachel's mother, little Pauline Hermann, had to 
prepare a paper to give at Sandersville school on the poet 
Longfellow. His birthday was approaching and school children 
of Sandersville were not to let it pass uncelebrated. Most of 
them were probably content with what they found in reference 
books but Pauline was not. She decided to write Mr. Longfellow 
and get some first hand information on how he looked. Her 
schoolmates were stunned at her daring and predicted that the 
great Longfellow would never bother to answer the letter of a 
little Georgia school child. But she wrote to him anyhow, asked 
for his picture and explained that if he didn't answer her 
schoolmates would laugh at her. 


He sent the picture and the note, 

Six months later he died. 
Years passed and Pauline became a young lady and went 
to the Boston Conservatory to school. She ‘asked* about Mr. 
Longfellow and a friend offered to take her to Cambridge to 
call on his daughter—‘‘grave Alice’ of The Children’s Hour. 
Miss Alice received them graciously and took them on a tour 
of the Longfellow home, during which Pauline saw a photograph 
of the poet. 


“You shall not be laughed 
at.” 


“Why, there’s my picture!’’ she cried. 
Miss Alice paused before it. “‘You like that picture?” she 
said. ‘‘Well, l’ll tell you a story about it.” 


And then she told how the poet refused to have a photograph 
taken for his family. One day during his last iliness he received 
a letter from a little girl in Sandersville, Ga., asking for his 
picture. He was so touched by the letter he sent for a pho-

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Search for Spanish Gold

Already several saucer-shaped 
depressions about 30 feet wide and 
five to 10 feet deep have been ex- 
cavated in the bay’s bed 600 feet 
below the surface. A long metal 
pipe lowered from powerful com- 
pressors in a ship on the surface 
is sucking up. 35 tons of silt an 
hour. 
12,000 TONS 

About 12.000 tons must be re- 
moved by divers running the un- 
derwater ‘“‘vacuum cleaner” over 
the bay’s bed before the sprawling 
blast-scattered timbers of the 
wreck can be laid bare. The silt, 
emptied through sieves into a 
hopper-ship above, is carefully ex- 
amined. Two days ago the dis- 
covery of a_ knife-shaped sword 
blade. encrusted with age, raised 
hopes that eventually the treasure, 
reputedly worth $9,000,000, at least, 
might still be found. | 

Through the centuries sight- 
ings of the great wreck have been 
made at various times in the 
clear bay waters. A_ splendidly 
chased bronze cast by Cellini has 
been recovered. Silver coins, 
sheathed daggers and African 
oak timbers have been salvaged 
as recently as 1950.
